The first nothern point the 
Duke will visit will be White- 
horse, the territorial capital of 
the Yukon, added to his 
{Unerary recently after the local 
branch of the Imperial Order 
Daughters of the Empire ex- 
tended an Invitation when the 
town had been left out of his 
original schedule, 

Nestled In the castern slope 
of the majestic St Elias moun- 
tain range, Whitehorse grew 
rapidly in World War II during 
a ‘boom’ which outdid anything 
the Yukon saw In the days of 
the Klondike: gold rush. Tt be 
came an important crossroads at 
the turn of the century when 
the narrow guage White Pass 
and Yukon ratlway was bullt 
from Skagway, Alaska, but 
never really struck It rich until 
the last war when the North- 
west Staging roule made It a 
focal point of rail, road and 
water transportation and hit a 
population of 15,000, 


GIVEN BOOST 


The end of the war brought a 
shake-down to fits wide-open 
way of life, but the transfer of 
the territorial capital from 
Dawson City gave Whitchorse 
the boost it needed to keep 
moving ahead 

The Duke will get a first-hand 
Jook at Canada’s largest uranium 
mine at Port Radium on Great 
Bear Lake perched on the rocky 
cdge of the lake shore, Port 
Radium has a population of 
about 200, comprising of mine 
workers at the government- 
owned Eldorado Mining and 
Refining Co., mine, government 
weather station and an RCMP 
outpost. ; 7 

At Coppermine, on the shore 
of the Arctle Ocean, the Duke 
will sec the endless Arctic day 
ns his visit will be made ot & 
time when the sun dips only.to 
the horizon and, then starts Its 
long climb back across the ‘sky 
to provide 24 hours of daylight. 
Coppermine is also a weather 
statlon and an RCMP outpost, 
and. jis -the centre of roving 
Eskimo bands who have tamed 
large herds of reindeer.

Famous. 
Crown Going 
On Public 
View 


The 992-year-old crown of 
the Holy Roman Empire, 
Europe’s moat historic piece 
of imperial jewellery, gocs 
on view here the end of May 
for the first ‘time since 
Adolf Hitler stole it in 1938. 

The gem-studded crown, 
nearly lost forever when it was 
buried behind cement in World 
War LI, will be displayed under 
henvy = guard at Vienna's old 
Hofburg palace, Alongside it 
will be the coronation sword, 
the coronation lance and silk 
and satin coronatlon robes of 
the Holy Roman Empire. 

Scholars say the crown Is 
easily the oldest of its kind in 
existenco in Europe, Gorman 
imperial craftsmen bullt it for 
the coronation of Emperor Otto 
1 in 962 AD, 

The diamonds, amethysts and 
other stones with which it 1s 
encrusted are in rough, un- 
polished form, They could paso 
for worthless pebbles—for the 
men who mode the crown 
did not know the art of diamond 
culling. Hitler grabbed the 
crown when he invaded Austrio 
in 1938 and had it taken to 
Nurenburg castle in Germany 
with other Holy Roman _ trea- 
sures, To Hitler the crown was 
u precious symbol of German 
might. 

When Germany was on tho 
brink of collapse in the last 
days of World War I, the old 
crown Jewels wero packed In 
wooden crates und cemented 
Into ao mountaln hiding place at 
Nurenberg. They might never 
have been found again had it 
not been for some exceptional 
detective work by US military 
Investigators, 

Recovered from its hiding 
place, the crown and other Holy 
Roman relica were turned over 
to the Austrians by the Amert- 
cans In 1947, 


KEPT LOCKED UP 


Until this year, Austrian 
authoritics feared to put the 
treasures oh pubile view for 
fear Russian occupation forces 
in Vienna might seize them. 
The Russians at one time claim- 
ed them ‘ag “German property” 
legal war loot. So the crown, 
sword, lance and robes have 
been kept locked in_ the vaults 
of the General Post Office 
bullding tn the American sector 
of the celty, 

But tha. Russtans have not 
pressed their claim for 
time, and the-Austriangs hava 
decided it is safe to put them 
on public view at the palace. 

The coronation lance ts oven 
older than the crown and {3 
suid to dato back to the corona- 
tlon of Emperor Charlemagne 
at Rome in 800 AD. Embedded 
In the danco Is a nail which 
according to holy records came 
from Christ's cross, 

The coronation sword is 
believed to have come from 
Siberla or Asia, and the corona- 
ion robes are made from 
Chinese, Arablan, Byzantine 
and Sicilian fabrics. J 

Experts say the precious 
metal and gems in tho crown 
probably would not bring more 
than $30,000 at present market. 
prices. But its history makes ft 
and the rest of the collection 
precious beyond any figures, 
they say.~—United Press,

In the year 1868 the China 
Mail, whose pages of 
closely-set, pigmy-sized type 
are now yellow with age, 
announced with gusto that 
the Volunteers’ uniform had 
been completed with a 
stylish belt and a busby hat. 
What a dashing figure the 
Volunteer of a century ago 
must have cut! 

But fashions change —or, 
should [ say, Army regulations 
—~ and fhe style oof the 
Valuntecrs’ hat was to alter 
with mbout the same frequency 
us muUady's bonnets of today. 

Among the many styles: worn 
wos the pillbox hat, which 
made its wearer look very much 
like a twentieth century page- 
boy, and the famiHar, old white

The ten years which preceded 
the formation of the | first 
Volunteer contingent in) Hong- 
kong had been years of unrest 
and olarm, Even if mankind 
was not being threatened with 
destruction from atomic and 
hytlrogen bombs, the people of 
a century ago nonetheless 
coukd get pretty excited 
the Crimean War and 
Indian Mutiny. 

Hongkong was not withoul 
its troubles, for a crime wave 
was spreading and threatened 
to got out of hand. 

A resident with much 
sight and some literary fnlent 
wrote to the newspapers in 
1860 suggesting that Hongkong 
should follow the Homeside 
example and raise a Volunteer 
Corps, It look two years before 
everybody could appreciate the

soundness of the idea, but once 
they did things moved very 
swiftly. In a matter of a fow 
short weeks, after a public 
meeting had been held in the 
Supreme Court, the Govern- 
ment had passed the necessary 
Ordinance, and a unit, equipped 
with three-pounder guns and 
howitzers, was in training. . 

Theso were the first Hong- 
kong Volunteers. Apparen ly 
they were also a rather gar- 
rulous Jot, for at one Volunteer 
dimer in the year 1863 no 
fewer than 26 specches were 
given, This is duly recorded in 
the Ching Mail of those days. 

It was, admittedly, somewhat 
of a gala occasion, with a 
galaxy of important gucsts. 
Picture the scene; the men in 
dazzling uniforms and their 
ladies in rustling gowns! Three 
matsheds were put up for the 
occasion, and a thoughtful 
person even had a fire cart 
standing by. Flags and ever- 
greens decorated the hall, and 
a platform was erected special- 
ly for tho ladies, 

A series of riots. created a 
reign of terror throughout the 
Coiony in 1804, These erup-

tions involved Malay seamen, 
the Police and men of the 99th 
Regiment, and there were some- 
thing like pitched battles being 
fought out. They resulted = in 
six murders, It seemed that 10

The Government decided thea 
to eal! out the Volunteers, They 
managed to restore some kind 
of order, und they sept the 
peace until tempers cooled. 


At today’s inflated costs, the 
Defence Force takes something 
like $2,000,000 to cquip and 
maintain yearly, It ls interest- 
ing to note, for comparison, 
that when the first Voluntecr 
unit was formed It was given 
the princely grunt of £195 per 
year by the Government, This 
was puid on the proviso that

there were at least 75 efficient 
men on 6trength. 

Tho numbers dwindled, and 
in 1868 when the 75 could not 
be found, the Volunteers were 
disbanded. And they were not 
revived till 1878 when — there 
was considered to bea Russian 
threat to world pence, and the 
Colony felt its exposure to the 
warships of the Czar. No less 
than 142 Volunteers. answered 
the call, and the, numbera con- 
tinued to grow. a

Things have certainly changed 
since the days when the 
Volunteers turned up for 
parades comfortably borne in 
sedan chairs. But things were 
not at all times a bed of roses, 
and those old citizen soldiers 
sometimes had quite a lot to 
put up with. : 

For instance, whew there was 
a lull at one camp, the higher- 
ups suddenly ordained that gun 
practice would be held.on tho 
Peak. t 

The question was—how to 
transport 4 seven-pounder -up 
to the Peak on a hot day?

Gunners hauled on drag ropes, 
and by the sweat of their brows 
got thelr precious gun up to 
the Peak, Did they wish they 
were Rifiemen then! 


Getting the gun down tho 
sicep slopes wus again another 
diMeculty. Once ngain it was 
manpower that did it, The men 
lowered the gun gently foot by 
foot, tugging for dear llfe at 
the ‘strong ropes, all the while 
praying that no one would slip 
to send the weapon crashing 
down the hillside. 

The Gunners, nevertheless, 
came off best on occasions. One 
incident occurred when the men 
were fallen out on the Peak at 
3 a.m. to prepare for a dawn 
barrage. Three men had moved 
away from the rest of the unit 
and were huddled close together 
for warmth when they sudden- 
ly espicd a small parcel neatly

wrapped ond carefully hidden 
near one of’the guns. It was the 
property of the sergeant-major. 
Necdiesa to say, this Important 
man lost his bottle of beer and 
sandwiches! 

The First World War in 1914 
brought many changes to the 
Volunteers’ ranks, Men went 
Home to join British battalions, 
but older residents came for- 
ward to fill the gap. 

Men of the Hongkong 
Volunteer Defence Corps, as it 
was then known, fought in 
many theatres (of war. The 
names of those killed aro now. 
inscribed in the Corps Roll of 
Honour, - 7 : 

The annual camps which have 
been held since 1920 have. pro- 
vided good training. Besides, 
the concerts at these camps 
have given the men, used to 
‘the comforts of home, some 
kind of entertainment. 

It docs not scem to be 
generally. known nowadays that 
the Volunteers once had a 
mounttd unit, This particular 
branch of the service was ‘com- 
monly known as tho “Happy 
Valley. Hussars,” and legend 
hos -it that the men of tho

mounted had their own mafoos 
and servants to keep things in 
shape. 

The most outstanding part of 
the Voluntcers’ whole history 
was the noble role they played 
in the defence of Hongkong 
against the Japanese invaders 
in 1941, The actions in which 
the Volunteers were concerned 
are now recorded In o printed 
volume, which makes inspiring 
reading. Together with other 
British ond Canadian tro 
they fought courageously an 
tenaciously against overwhclm- 
ing odds. The Volunteers lost 
232 men, and mony more were 


wounded, 
* 


After the war, it was decided 
to reorganise the Corps, Colonel 
L. T. Ride, CBE, ED, who had 
during the war escaped from 
Shumshulpo intermment camp 
to organise the British Army 
Aid Group In Free China, was 
entrusted by the Government to 
undertake this difficult job as 
Commandant. The Idea wags to 
amalgamate the different sec- 
tions of the former Volunteer 
Corps into ono compact 
organisation. 

Thus the Infantry~ units, re- 
christened the Hongkong Regi- 
ment, the Hongkong Royal 
Noval Volunteer Reserve, the 
Hongkong Auxiliory Air Force 
ond the women's services were 
all combined into the Hong- 
kong Defence Force. The old 
Ordinance ended on February 
28, 1949, and the new Defence 
Force Ordinance came into 
being the next day. 

Tho going out of effect of the 
old Ordinance meant that ail 
Volunteers were freed of thelr 
commitments, and they need 
not have joined the new cpm- 
posite organisation, Yet many 
old stagers came beck to put 
the Force on its feet. Their 
reward came in 1951 when 
His Majesty the Inte King 
George VI conferred the title 
“Royal” on tho Force in re- 
cognition of the Volunteers’ 
splendid war record. 


* 


At present the Force hos a 
total strength of about 1,700, 
all fully trained for any 
emergency that may orise. Some 
of this number were conscripted 
as a result of the coming into 
foree. of: the Compulsory Ser- 
vice Ordinance in 1951. But 
there is no difference whether 
a man. is.a conscript or’ o 
Volunteer—he Is treated alike 
ond undertakes the. same 
thorough training, - - 

This training gocs-on through- 
out the year. A man fy expected 
to put ina minimum of. 60 
training perlods of on_ hour 
each in a year, besides. a 
minimum of aix field daya as 
well as two weeks’ annual camp. 
He Is only declared efficient 
if he fulfils: these training 
obligations, The keeanness of the 
men ja such that mony put in 
much ,more time than the 
minimum required, :

The unity, the welfare, 
and = the Internal content of 
Yugoslavia as a whole was his 
dearest concern, No greater or 
truer patriot ever lived, and no 
man knew better than he the

Discussing his alms shortly 
bafore tis death, he suid: “What 
T require is 40 years of peace In 
which to build up a tradition of 
bunest administration,’ 

It is our country's Uroyedy that 
he was allowed so little tlme to

Following the murder — there 
was much tulk amoung the French 
authorities concerned about the 
Inadequate military and police 
protection ut the procession.

All these names have an 
imperishable place In the history 
books. On them is largely 
founded the reputation of the 
Oxford Union today, 

What presidents In more re- 
eent years have come from 
Oxford to match their brilliance 
and giant stature, and to sustain 
that reputation? 

The recent record Is ds- 
uppointing. A look at it shows 
that the union's standing still 
rests heavily on its great names 
of the 19th century. 

Take a glance ot the carecrp 
of the presidents who held 
office botween the wars, 1919- 
39. There ore 56 men still alive 
who were presidents in that 
time. 


Not surprising 


Who's Who does not list 24 of 
them. That Is not as surprising 
os it may seem. There will 
always be, and always have 
been, men who fall to ve up 
to their carly promise. 


But the significant fact is that |: 


of the 32 who ore included in 
Who's Who, not one can be said 
to have achieved, or be Iikely 
fo achfeve lasting fame in tho 
grand manner. - 
Into polities have gone 20, 
Only, one has attained Cabinet 
rank; the present Lord Hore 
Belisha, One—Mr Alan Lennox- 
Boyd — has become a_ fully 
fledged Minister. Nine, fnelud- 
ing Mr  Boyd-Carpenter, Mir 
Hugh.

RATE 
LOWERED

I‘ case you've ever won- 
dered how the much 
publicised “miracle drugs” 
for tuberculosis have turned 
out in the long run, here 
are some telling statistics 
from New York's huge 
Bellevue Hospital: 


Before 1946, one out — of 
every five children admitted 
to the TR ward died. One 
out of every 100 die now. 
‘Tuberculosis meningitis was 
100) percent fatal before 
1946. Now only 12 children 
out of 100 dic.

The first effective one was the 
antibiotic, streptomycin, Before 
it was developed, getting well 
from tuberculosis way Jargely 1 
matter of developing the body's 
own resistance to the bacterin.

Combinations Developed 


The TB bugs are tough. Some 
showed “resistance” to one drug 
or another, ond from them 
gcherated whole strains of 
bacteria which were “resistant” 
—which could “take” the drug, 
survive, and multiply. 


Thus treatment of TB with 
chemicals has .be¢ome a matter 
of combinations of drugs so that 
bacteria which resisted one 
would be knocked off by the 
other. 


The American 
Society, which is the medicol 
section of the National Tuber- 
culosis Berge reported on 
a new such combinatlon, of 
Jeoniazid = with pyrazinamide, 
which will completely eradicate 
tho tubercle bacill! jn mice. No 
other combinatlon will. do that.

“Though they recognise the 
advantages of this, it is mat 
altogether to the Germans 
liking since they would prefer 
the British not to know tov 
much about their business". 

TRADE PACT 

The Economist sald the latest 
move = towards regulartsing 
direct German — trade — with 
China hand come from commer- 
cial und banking circles who 
vere cumpalgning for the 
Government lo sign a trade 
and payments agreement with 
Pcking. 

It added, "It has been point- 
ed out that at present 60 per 
vent of German deliveries to 
Chinn and over 70 per cent of 
imports pass via third coun- 
tries, 

“In one way, the Germans 
have a closer contact with the 
Chinese than the British. This 
is due to the fact that the 
Chinese Export-Import Cor- 
poration ns well as a trade 
mission has its European offices 
in East Berlln as an open and 
vislble sign that Chinese trade 
is part and parcel of the Com- 
munist trading bloc. 

“But the Germuns on the 
other hand have not yet been 
on ‘Peking picnics’ like their

Assembly met. 


The amendments would have 
given the pcoplo powcr (to 
decide on national major issucs 
by referendum and would have 
reduced the effectiveness of the 
Assembly.
